The French Government had taken 
notice of the conclusion of the Ger- 
man-American arrangement and was 
prompt in expressing a dealre to share 
in the benefits thereof. The State De- 
partment had announced that it was 
prepared to make similar arrange- 
ments with other countries where it 
wa» possible to reach an arrangement 
In the mutual reduction of duties. 
America already 
has a tariff ar- 
rangement, under section 3, with 
France, covering the 
whole list of 
goods on which this country can grant 
a 25 per cenc reduction of duty, with 
the single exception of champagnes, or 
sparkling wines. The French Govern- 
ment U understood to desire to secure 
this last remaining favor upon the 
ground that a similar concession had 
been granted to Germany. But the 
factor of "equivalence" Is lacking in 
this case, for the trade in German 
champagne 1^ trifling and the loss of 
revenue to t!ie American treasury In 
that case is insignificant. Upon the 
other hand, the champagne Imports 
into tlie United States from France 
last year wers valued at over 118,000,- 
000, and a reduction of duty in that 
case would tecome very important. 
Therefore it is believed to be the 
intention of this Government to sug- 
gest that. In consideration of granting 
a reduction in the duty of sparkling 
wines, France will make some sub- 
stantial concessions in removing re- 
strictions on the importation into 
France of some American staples and 
of reducing duties on others and still 
further of refraining from applying 
certain projected and excessive duties 
now pending before the French legis- 
lature. 
Jusnerand knows generally

the foreign oi'flce with the scheme, but 
detailed information is for the present 
withheld from the public.

France,'"' "said a botanist of the United 
States Agricultural Department, "is 
now being produced in considerable 
quantities in this country, and is being 
used to an alarming degree. 
"In some parts 
of Wisconsin tho 
wormwood Is being cultivated, and it 
is from this plant that the oil is dis- 
tilled for making 'the green terror.' 
"It is necessary to give the cultiva- 


tion of wormwood great care, and a 
o-rtain age of growth must b« reached 
bofore it i* suited for distilling the oil. 
an oil which is' almost worth Its weight 
In gold. 
Climatic changes have re- 


sulted in making certain portions of 
Wisconsin favored spots for the cul- 
tivation of wormwood, and now there 
are several wormwood farms in thai 
State.

cultivation which is carefully guarded 
by the pioneers, and the consequence 
Is that a number of growers are un- 
successful In raising a plant that will 
produce the oil In paying quantities. 
The plan of sowing the seed broad- 
cast has been abandoned, and now the 
successful growers plant in rows or 
drills, cultivating as they would corn 
or tobacco.

cars, but also contractors and prop- 
erty owners. 
Superintendent John 
Burnham of the belt line in San Fran- 
cisco complains of the consignees who 
do not unload freight promptly, tind 
te speaking of this he said: 
"There are 40 cars of glass now on 
the belt line and for the last month 
the corsignee has been unloading only 
two cars a day. At this rate It will 
take him 20 days to unload the cars 
w« have on hand without getting in 
new ones. Through "his slowness In 
unloading he Is blocking up onr 
tracks, using the cars as warehouses 
and we have been put to much In- 
converience for the want of trackage 
by these cars. We have run fourteen 
of these cars down to East street near 
Jackson.

He has 
smnmarily brushed, away the legal • cobwebs spun in the temple of 
JMtice, and put to'flight a lot of btisty'theories and fly-blown safe- 
gaards heretofore thrown around persons accused of crime. 


For one thing, Mr^ Heney has established the .? doctrine *hai 


criminals have no rights that'courts are bound to respect. He has 
reversed the hoary maxim of the law that a person accused of crime 
is presumed to be innocent till found guilty. Finding this legal axiom 
an obstacle to the swift course of justice, he, crossed it out and will 
probably have it expurgated from the law books when he has com- 
pleted his self-appointed task of sending to jail all the boodlers who 
have not repented and enlisted in the cause of civic, righteousness, 
ami whipped all the attorneys so abandoned-as to contend ^that 
criminals have rights. "What's the constitution betwixt friends?" 
asked that eminent Tammany statesman, Tim Campbell. "What's 
the law betwixt honest men and thieves?" demands Mr. Heney. 


When the law gets in the path of scoundrels going to prison 


without delay and of the work of political.purification, MT.Heney 
kicks it out of the way and goes ahead in a;business-like manner. 
Guilty men are brought into court to be convicted and punished. 
That is what'they are there for and that is What Mr. Heney brings 
them to trial for. Having proved the accused guilty before arraign- 
ing him, Mr. Heney is impatient of delays and anxious to get over 
the formalities of finding a verdict and committing the malefactors 
to prison. Seeing only snares for justice in precedents and techni- 
calities (which are reserved for the'exclusive use of the innocent) 
Mr. Heney chops through them as brushwood in the highway p 
progress.

For the second time Premier Clemeric'eau has asked. the French 


Chamber of Deputies a wte of confidence for the government in 
regard to its course in suppressing the peasant revolt in the southern 
provinces, and for the second time it Has been given by a decisive 
majority. The last majority is 120, larger by 16 than the first. 
This vote dispels the notion that the Chamber of Deputies would 
endorse open resistance to the laws, mutiny- of the troops, destruc- 
t?o» of government property and refusal to pay taxes. Such things 
are merely the initial stages of a condition of anarchy. They could 
not be permitted. If the government' was not' to fall to pieces, the 
Gleraenceau ministry must be supported. Whatever faults are charge- 
able to it in other matters, its efforts to restore order and assert 
the national authority expressed a paramount public duty. While 
the condition of the unhappy peasantry in the southern vine- 
growing districts calls ;for commtseration and perhaps relief, the 
wrernment could not permit ignorant mobs to defy the laws and 
overturn the social order. If allowed, such things would only 
aggravate the distress of the vlriegrowers, for which the present 
government is not responsible. The ministry could not permit 'the 
rioting to continue without confessing its unfitness to govern and 
K* inability or unwillingness to, inaintam order.

Domlnlclc Flynn, who conducted a 


'Cigar storo In Mullan In 1899 swore 
that Harry Orchard was In his store 
.playing poker the day that the Bun-j 
ker Hill and. -Sullivan Mill was blown; 
up, and Fat M'cHale. who gave the 
occupation of barkeeper, and said he 
gambled vhenever he got a 
chance, 


• swore that he sat in the gum* with 
Orchard. 
Frank Hough who testified to con- 


ditions in the Idaho "Bull Pen" -and to 
the treatment of Jack Simpklns, swore 
that Orchard told him at Wallace In 
the fall of 1905 that he had Just came 
from Alaska, 
the 
first 
mention In 


the case of the defense of the suppos- 
ed visit o:' Orchard *o Alaska. 
Morris Friedman, a former employe 


of the Pinkerton detective agency who 
deft the service and published a so- 
called expose of Pinkerton methods, 
•was called to the stand shortly before 
noon. 
Friedman gave the names of the 


Pinkerton detectives who had' been 
placed throughout the Colorado dis- 
tricts by 'he Plnkertons. He said he 
had in hi? possession a large number 
«f the daily reports of the detectives 
who 
ha-d joined the unions and 
In 


many casts held high offices. The re- 
ports will be introduced In evidence 
•but at the request of counsel for the 
defense this Interesting witness was 
temporarily excused.

to testify that Orchard was playing 
poker In Mullan's the clay he says he 
helped ligiit the fuses under the mill 
at Wardnrr, eighteen miles distant. 


The poker game lasted from noon 
until 4 p. m., Flynn said.

amined by Senator Borah, Flynn de- 
clared he had never been a member 
of the Western Federation ^of Miner? 
or any otrier iSbor organization.

•had known Orchard a year and ft half 
and the 'man often played poker at 
his place.' The witness gave" the names 
of several persons who were In the 
game the d-ay of the explosion. He 
never saw Orchard after that day. 
Flynn declared he had not volunteered 
-the Information as to Orchard's where- 
abouts. 
Some time after his arrest 


a man came to him and asked If It 
'was true that Orchard played -poker 
in his store April 29. One of the men 
•who played poker with Orchard was 
named Pa'rick McHale. Flynn said he 
had spoken to McHale about the mat- 
ter since Orchard's arrest, 


AGREES WITH FLYNN. 


McHale, who Is a bartender in Mul- 


lan, followed Flynn on the stand. He 
said he played poker with Orchard in 
Flynn's cigar store the 29th of April. 
1S99, 
and had never seen the man 


since. 
On cross examination Me Hair 
said he gambled a great deal.
